Aniw, Firtt of the Town, and then for the Martyr, 
of the former Cumtlee vives a good account, but fays 
very little of che duter. And here we fhall firft re- 
count the feveral Names by which it has been &owa, 
and then the condition 't has been in,under its ieveral 
Mafters. The firft name we can find it ever had, 
was Verulam, or Verolam in the time of the Remans, 
for we don't reckon Prolomy sOvolanta a different name, 
only, a different, and perhaps erroneous way of wrir- 
ing it. ‘Twas calld by the Brittains CaereMunicep, 
By the Saxons, /VatlingceaSler, and Verlamceafter, of 
which more anoa, and laft of all St. Albaas, or ra- 
thee thateNew Town is fprung from the rubbish and 
athes of the old famous Verulam, 

For its Fortunes, it feems to have been contidera- 
ble under the Sritrains, before ever the vomans came 
Mr. Cimifen‘s opinion is probable 
enough, that was Caffibelons royal [tat, which Caja 
fet upon and ftorm’d at two places after he had patt 
the 7hames and rowted his Army. [iis reaton for it 
becaufe this Town is defcribd in Cafzr as fcituated 
among, the Woods and Marbhes, but he know‘s of no 
other Marth or Mere any where near it; and he’s al- 
fo of opinion that Caifho Hundred in which it ftands, 
took its name from the Caffij, a people which liv’d 
thereabouts in Ca/ar‘s time and fubmitted to him. 
But why not us, well from Caffi-belon himfelf, their 
famous King, and the Gencraliffime of the Brittams, 
Whence it fhould derive its name is not eafy to guets 
at fuch a diftance. UnlelS from the fwiftne/s of the 
River that pafles by it, Giver, or Ver iignitying /mift 
in the Britifh Language, and accordingly Bede de- 
fcribes it, as falling down meatu rapidiffimo, in his Hi- 
fory of St. Aldan: But whatever it was under the 
Brittain, twas certainly fufficientiy famous under the 
Komais which appears even from the name by which 
Neanias calls itin his accouat of the Cities, which has 
been alfo found in old Infcriptions ; and that from 
Caer, 1 City, inthe Brittify Laszuage as Cair in the 
Egyptian Or Copthe, Kirin the Lreorew Cartbha, in the 

Chaldee, and Phanictans, or Puvic, and Maniciption, 

a free Town, whofe Inhabitants had many privi- 

ledges, and among others were Citizens of Rome ; 

Nothing being commoner then this marriage of Lan 

guages, as one calls it, when names of places efpecial- 

ly are made a mixture of the Natives and Conquer- 
eors {peech, as Caer-l eon, and twenty others. Valt 

‘ruines there may fiill be perceiv’d of toe Roman 

buildings, and much mere was formerly difcover'd as 

luge vaults, and /ubterrancan paffages, Roman Bricks, 
Pavements, Coyn, &. among which laft, the moft re- 
markable amd common is that with a Horfe and 74/cia, 
on one fide, and Ver, on the other, which 7a/ciz figni- 
fy‘sthe Trtbute-penny as Taf?, in old Brittfh, a Tribute, 
whence very probable the word’ 7ask, ftill usd in 
our Language, and muclr in tit¢’ fame fignification. 

But thefe favours coft ’em dear, Verulam being fackt 

by the Briteains under Bonduca, Boadiciz, Boodicia, or 

Vodicis (for fo many ways at leat we find her name 

written,) relict of Prafutsgus, King of the Jwvi, 

whom Gildas calls Jmmuida Leena, tho they feem by

take what Bede fays of him, and every one is at 
liberty to believe as much on‘t,. or as little as 
they pleates And he tells us in his Eccleiaftical 
Hiftory, Lib, 1. Cap, 7. p. 8. And onward, that 
i the Reign of Diocletian, when the tenth per- 
fecution began under him in the Fatt, ‘twas
